America needs younger army of­ 
ficers, Gen. George C. Marshall. 
chief of staff, believes. 
Testifying in behalf of a bill for 
promotion of comparatively young 
men with World war experience, the 
chief of staff said these officers need 
training in positions of greater re­ 
sponsibility.

The B ritis h a re a s tra n g e people, especially 
to A m e ric a n s w ho a re 
la rg e ly descended 
from them md b ro u g h t up so largely in their 
la n g u a g e , lite r a tu re and traditions. And the 


E n g lish -sp e a k in g C an a d ia n s, who call them* 
selv es “British b u t not English,” a re likewise 
strange. A m e ric a n visitors in the Dominion 
can't help noticing it this summer. 
Our Canadian neighbors are engaged in 
what is, for them a great war. They know it 
will determine the life or death of the British 
Empire to which they belong, and of the 
d em ocracy 
so finely illustrated in their 
Dominion. They arc pouring out their money 
and manhood at a rate which, compared with 
their population and resources, is a grievous 
drain. In village after village one-tenth of 
the population has already enlisted, and a 
surprising number of them scorn to he boys 
of lft or even less. There are men near 50, 
too, volunteering in order to keep their boys 
on the farm. 
And what do you see and hear? 
Hardly 
,i flag. 
Not a brass band. 
Few, if any, 
patriotic rallies. No excitement at all. Except 
for the emptying villages and the extra inter­ 


est in newspapers and mails, you might call 
the situation normal. 
In short, the Canadians are calm, and rea­ 
sonably confident, know they have a job to 
do, and arc doing it quietly and uncomplain­ 
ingly. They mostly expect to win, but are 
not so sure this time. And many of them are 
mentally pre flared to see the British govern­ 
ment brought to Canada, at least “for the 
duration.” 


GOOD TIME FOR COMPROMISE 
President-elect Batista of Cuba, on the eve 
of the inter-American conference, announced 
his preference for independence for the peo­ 
ple of the European possessions in this hemi­ 
sphere 
“The fieoples of America,” he said, 
“are very jealous of their independence.” 
They would not like military domination or 
even mandate control by the republics of the 
New World. 
Advance reports from Ecuador and Para­ 
guay supported the mandate idea. Argentina 
opposed it. hut did not go so far as Batista 
in recommending complete freedom. 
It is not going to In' easy to settle this and 
other issues that will be considered at the 
conference. The delegates will tie pretty well 
agreed on their opposition to interference 
over here by any power in Europe. But they 
aiT likely to disagree vigorously on the prac­ 
tical measures to prevent it. 
It is to he honied that compromise on vari­ 
ous points will be possible. Without it the 
conference may come to nought and ill feel­ 
ing he developed Why not consider mandates 
now with independence at the earliest pos­ 
sible date'* Some working plan is vital to 
the safety of all the Americas. That is the 
point all should keep in mind. 


FISCAL OUTLOOK 
Treasury receipts for the fiscal year which 
ended June . 0 arc not as high as hoped. 
More than half the increase over the preced­ 
ing veal s total came from Social Security 
payment . Corporate and individual income 
taxes yielded only a small increase over last 
year.

Incidentally, there is a greater percentage 
increase of dwelling units as compared with 
the dollar increase, which indicates the in­ 
creased volume of low-priced houses and the 
development of a low-priced market.

CITY GROWTH 
Mulling over the new census reports, many 
commentators find satisfaction in the stabil­ 
izing of big city populations. Most of them 
are no longer growing like mushrooms. 
They are said to have “come of age.” and 
that is a good way of putting it. 
In a great many cases the communities 
are still growing, but the new growth is 
mainly around the edges, in the form of 
suburbs. This is a natural trend, resulting 
largely from the almost universal use of 


W hen it wa* found some thirty years ago th at

There has arisen in recent years a new problem, 
and that is the great increase in the num ber of 
cases of sinus infection, sinusitis as it is called And 
physicians are telling us th at there is more sinus 
infection now because of the early removal of ton­ 
sils which were doing some of the work done by the 
sinuses 
Altering blood and air—preventing nose, 
throat, and chest alim ents, is increasing the num ­ 
ber of cases of sinusitis 
An exam ination of school children w ith and 
w ithout tonsils by Dr Kayser. Rochester, N Y , who 
has done so much research work on tonsils, found 
that sinus infection occurred more often in those 
whose tonsils had been removed during their early 
years 
It is the prevention of infection in the nose, 
throat, and mouth, that prevents it from going down 
to bronchial tubes and lungs causing bronchitis and 
pneumonia 
That sinus trouble is not always due to infection 
is pointed out by Dr. E C Mitchell, Memphis. Tenn 
in W est Virginia Medical Journal, who states th at 
allergy (sensitiveness to various substances) can 
set up an irritation in a sinus which the patient, and 
som etimes the physician, mas believe due to infec­ 
tion. He points out that if allergy or sensitiveness is 
csusing the disturbance in the sinus, the m aterial 
dropping into the throat is liquid or fluid and the 
lining ox the sinus and nose is pale, whereas in in­ 
fection of the sinus, the m aterial is a thick mucous 
and the lining of sinus and back of nose is red and 
boggy-.

C ulture 500 Year* Old 
E xcavators have discovered 
rem ains of a civilization more th*. 
500 years old, according to Robert 
M cCormick Adam s, director of 
crew of excavators working here. 
Adams said the m ost important 
finds to date are several pottery 
item s, chipped stone instruments 
bore ornam ents and the remnant* 
of three thatched-roof houses 
"The 
ledge 
evidently was 
often-used stopping place for (to­ 
rnadic hunting part.es for thousand 
of years." Adam s said. 
"We have 
found traces of a pre-pottery pecpi, 
under 10-ton boulders. How long th* 
boulders have lain there we can 
only guess." 
Adams said the village site cen­ 
ters around a man-m ade mound 
now alm ost destroyed by cultivation 
of crops.

The 
first was about 25 feet square, with 
a fireplace in the middle.
